JUDAH F. BENJAMIN, 


Sketch of the Distinguished English- 
American Lawyer and Author. 

Judah Philp Benjamtp, whose death was 
mentioned in the morning papers, was one of the 
most remarkable men of his times, asa public 
man and a lawyer of brilliant ability and attain- 
ments. His connection with the Southern 
Confederacy,| as a member of 
its Cabinet, and one of its controlling 


minds, first brought him into prominence, is 
exceptional career in England since bas added 
largely to his rep on. He was born in the 
West India Isiana of St. Oroix in 1811, of English 
and Jewish parents, whe emigrated to Wilmuing- 
ton, N. C., in 1816. He

Orleans, where he was admitted to the 
He was prominent in politic 


bar in 1832. 
as a Whig, but on its gg Bae the “Know- 
Nothing” party. joined. the Democratic ranks. 
He was elected to the United States Senate in 
1852 aud re-elected in 1858, leaving in 1860 when 
Louisiana seceded, to support his State. He was 
called to the cabinet of, the Confederacy as attor- 
ney-general and also ac as secretary 
of war during a vacancy mn 
that office. On the reorganization of the cabinet 
he was made Seoretary of State, which office he 
held until the overthrow of the Confederacy. Mr. 
Benjamin lost everything by his adhesion to the 
Coniederacy aud fied to England, where, within a 
year, he was admitted to the bar. Mr. Benjamin 
at once gained a large and lucrative practice 
and recelyed a counselor’s gown in 1872. Since 
then he has figured in neariy every important 
casein the higher English courts. He had tne 
reputation of being oneof the best masters of 
general jurisprudence in the English bar, and is 
the author of a*Treatise on the Law of Sale of 
Personal Property,” which is considered auth- 
ority on the subject. He retired from practice in 
February, 1883.

THE LOG- ROLLING VETO. 


One of the amendments which Gen. 
GRANT would annex to our Constitution 
from that of the late Confederate States is 
the provision permitting the President to 
discriminate between the provisions of a 
bill, vetoing some and approving others, and 
making the billas amended by him a law, 
unless the, vetoed parts shall-be re-passed 
over the veto by a two-third vote in both 
Houses. 

Asasafeguard against “log-rolling”’ bills 
and the saddling of indispensable appro- 
priations with mere “tips,” some power to 
discriminate between the good and bad pro- 
visions of a bill, as well as between good 
and bad bills, should be left tothe Presi- 
dent. But it should be very carefully 
restricted. Already he wields more legisla- 
tive power than any majority less than two- 
thirds in both Houses. If we give him un- 
limited power to amend as wellas to veto 
any bill passed by a majority of less 
than two-thirds, the one man power“ 
will be greatly magnified and danger- 
ously exalted over that of the people’s repre- 
sentatives. The superior wisdom of the 
latter has been vindicated in nearly every 
case where a bill has been pagsed over a 
veto, and the will of the people shouid not 
be too frequently or too easily overruled in 
this country. 

The power toamend a bill by vetoing some 
of the provisions and approving others 
should be conferred on the President under 
the restriction that the bill, as amended by 
him, shall not become a law until 80 approved 
by a majority in both Houses, and that it 
shall then become a law with such of the 
vetoed provisions added as may be separately 
passed over the veto by a two-thirds vote of 
both Houses. This would knock out the 
weaker parts, and greatly discourage, if not 
utterly prevent, log-rolling. in legislation. 
At the same time it would not give the 
President more pewer than either one of the 
two Houses in amending bills, and would 
tend to save the better portions of a measure 
from a resentful rejection when returned 
with the President's amendments, 

But it will not do to make an autocrat of 
the President by providing that Congress 
shall have no further power over a bill ap- 
proved by him after he has amended it to 
suit himself, if there is no twethirds ma- 
jority in both Houses in favor of further 
amendment, The power of a bare majority 
in either House to reject a bilt us amended 
must be preserved, along wth the power of 
a two-thirds majority in both Houses to 
overrule the veto with respect to any or all 
of the disapproved sections of the bill. 

— 
WALL SIrREET. 

Over the announcement of the suspension 
of a small bank, with a capital of less than 
half a million of dollars, Wall Street got into 
a flurry which bordered on a panic. It turns 
out that one bank president had run short of 
money in building speculations, and one firm 
of brokers who dealt with the bank had got 
hold of stocks which they could neither keep 
nor let go. Thereupon Wall Street recov- 
ered from its flurry, but is ready to go into 
hysterics on slight provocation. 

There has been no panic, but the Wall 
Street shrinkage of the past twelve months 
has been greater than that which caused any 
panic this country has known. The losses 
run up into hundreds of millions; a great 
many men must be crippled and ruined, but 
there is no panic. VILLARD’S failure was 
heavier than JAY Cookx's, but it did not 
create a ripple in the market. The collapse 
of the West Shore scheme has involved 
heavier losses than the building of the Ohlo 
and Mississippi Read or the failure of the 
Ohio Loan and Trust Company, which 
brought down the panic of 1857, but the 
West Shore collapse ceased to be a sensation 
before prices touched bottom. 

This means that the country is stronger 
now than formerly. It means that business 
men are solvent, that business is no 
longer done on speculative bases, but 
that behigd the fluctuations of values 
legitimate business is protected by an im- 
mense reserve of actual and ayailable 
wealth. Over-production in the iron trade 
cures itself just as over-production in the 
clothing trade cured itself, or as the over-pro- 
duction of cotton goods is curing itself. 

But in Wall Street securities, and particu- 
larly in railroad securities, there has been a 
dry rot so serious that what is called a panic 
would not be much of an aggravation of It. 
Indeed, if some big bank were found to be 
as weak as the Marine Bank, or some lead- 
ing firm werg to fail with heavy liabilities, 
we might witness the spectacie of a Wall 
Street panic in which firms would topple 
against each other like a row of bricks. It 
would, however, be merely a Wall Street 
panic. 

It would hurt none except those who have 
put their faith in Wall Street. The day has 
gone by when the great Continental business 
of this country can be upheaved by a little 
eruption in that volcanic locality. 

Whether Wabash shares are quoted at five 
dollars or fifty, or whether Northern Pacific 
is at par or at zero, is of little consequence 
to any one except those who handle the 
certificates. The country is only a little bit 
poorer when chromos which were leaned 
without any yalue received are found to

sion ef the American people, as it does now, 
not even @ panic’ will put an end to that 
watering which thrives by the speculation 
it creates, and which includes occasional 
panics among its results. 


THE EVENING PAPER AGAIR. 

Yesterday was another good day for the 
evening paper. The Post-DisPATCH gave 
its readers the first authentic news of the 
loss of the steamship State of Florida with 
its attending loss of life, and also gave tip 
news of the accident on the Wabash Road. 
It gave the news of the bank defalcation in 
Baltimore and of the mufder of ex-Sheriff 
Hanbm in Arkansas, which are the 
two leading items of criminal news 
in the morning papers. It gave the 
news of the meéting in St. Louis 
of the Association of Northwestern Jobbers 
and Manufacturers, and the proceedings of 
the various associations of railroad traffic 
Managers now in session in this city, and al- 
so of the organization of the cotton seed oil 
men. Our soldier boys were informed of 
the progress of the drill at Houston, our art 
connoisseurs were told of the display made 
by the Dousman coliécton in New ¥ork, so- 
ciety read of the Lipmann-Griffin wedding, 
and our budget of stock and market reports, 
cable news, etc., was in advance of morning 
publication as usual. Taking one considera- 
tion with another, the man who does not read 
the evening paper is, on an average, fifteen 
hours in each day behind the times. 


Brron M. CurcHreon of Manistee, who 
states in his biography in the Congressional 
Directory that he is a regent ef the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, should get up a school 
speaker, to consist of extracts from his 
congressional eloquence. He gave a sample 
of it yesterdayin his speech on the Fitz 
John Porter bill, in which he described 
the bill in the following terms: 

Three great Republicans were on trial—Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Edwin M. Stanton and James A. 
Garfield. No man could give a vote for this bill 
without damning the name of Lincoln, blackening 
Stanton and sending down to obloquy the last 
great martyr, James A. Garfield. If the name of 
Lincoln is to be blackened let it be by those men 
who fought against him in war; if Garfleld’s 
memory was to be blackened let it be by those 
men who crawled in dirt to write cabalistic 
figures upon door-posts in order to attack his rep- 
utation. 

What makes this language all the more 
remarkable is that it car allude only to Gen. 
GRANT aud to those Republican Senators 
who sent the Fitz John Porter bill down 
to Mr. CurcHeon for him to rend in twain. 


Mr. TUCKER has been guilty of no graver 
offense than trying to secure the construc- 
tion of an elevated road in St. Louis. This 
is not treason nor felony; it is not a crime of 
any kind; it is not a violation of the Consti- 
tution, not an infringement of the statutes, 
nor forbidden by municipal ordinances. Yet 
there is an evident disposition in certain 
quarters to treat Mr. TUCKER as a criminal, 
Really he deserves better treatment. The 
improvement he wishes to bring here cannot 
be suddenly fatal to St. Louis; it cannot 
Everybody 
knows the pros and cons of his bill. He has 
been remarkably straightforward and fair in 
introducing it, and has only asked that it 
should be deal with on its merits.

who had two, six or ten wives. Men who 
did not live up to their religion were un- 
worthy of positions of honor under it.

The weeding 
outof the half-hearted saints will begin at 
once. This action has been brewing for a 
long time. A good many very faithful Mor- 
mons, deterred by poverty, respect for the 
feelings of their first wives, and by 
fear of Government precautions, have not 
‘lived up to their religion“ in the past. All 
such will be tolerated hereafter, but they 
cannot hope to rise to places of honor in the 
church.

wife was wanting. This cost them many 
a chase and numerous long vigils. As 
soon as young Clawson and his brides dis- 
covered that the officers were after them 
they broke up housekeeping, and the young 
women went into retirement. Several times 
the officers got on their track, but at the last 
moment lost it. Finally, by a clever ruse, 
they were caught in the back yard of a 
dwelling-house, where they had been hiding, 
and the writ was served on them. They were 
taken at once before the Grand Jury, and 
they treely admitted all the facts in the case. 
When the indictment was returned Clawson 
was arrested and held in $3,000 bail. Itis 
believed that he can be convicted, and that 
he will be some years older before he gets a 
chance to take a third wife. The prompt 
action taken in his case has been a dampen- 
er on the ardent spirits of many other youth- 
ful Mormons who were coutemplating pelyg- 
amv.
